Storm in New Jersey Digs Into an 
Elizabeth Cemetery and Com- 
mits Strange Pranks.

APPROPRIATION 
BILL 10 PASS, 


No Reeognition in It for the 
New Police Law. 


ACTING UNDER ADVICE. 


FAOCTIONAL QUARREL ALLEGED 
TO BE SETTLED. 


Members of the Municipal Assembly 
Say the City Counselor Is Ad- 
vising Them as to the Police 
Department. 


Barring eleventh hour changes in the sit- 
uation, the general appropriation bill will 
be reported to the House of Delegates by 
the Ways and Means Committee at Thurs- 
day evening’s special meeting. 


There will be no appropriation in the bill 
for carrying out the provisions of the new 
olice Jaw which goes into eifect Aug. 20. 
here will be left no unappropriated bal- 
ance, either, to be appropriated after the 
biil becomes a law, 

The committee and the dominant faction 
of the House intended, or let it be unaer- 
Stood that they intended, to cut down the 
appropriations sutficientiy to leave a bai- 
ance of $60. 000 which couid be appropriated 
after the bill became a law. If they had 
such an intention it has been reconsidered 
and no cognizance wijl be taken in any 
way of the police bill. 

This statement was made Thursday by 
Chairman Hartman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. ‘ 

“City Counsellor Schnurmacher tells us,” 
he said, ‘‘that we do not have to pay any 
attention to the new poiice law, and we 
will not do so. What will be done when 
it becomes a law I do not know.” 

Nobody now believes that the committee 
ever had ary iniention of taking cogni- 
zance of the police law. The alieged deal 
with Harry Hawes is believed to have been 
a “*biuff,”” made for the purpose of forcing 
Mayor Jiexenhein to give them patronage. 
The demand of the majority faction of tne 
House is sa.d to have been for three jobs 
apiece. 

Members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee say they expect the bill to be passed 
either Thursday or Friday night. They say 
it is whoily a question of agreement by 
the House on the items of the bill. If they 
speak sincerely it means that the Mayor 
has given them what they demanded. If 
he has not done so, the report of the bill 
will probably be just a ruse to shift the 
responsibiiity from the committee to the 
majority of the House, which wil] prevent 
the passage of the bill until the demands 
are complied with. 

The work of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee is said to have consisted in reducing 
some appropriations and increasing others 
so as to provide for the jobs demanded by 
the majority. ; 

If the liouse passes the bill without se- 
riously disarranging the appropriations as 
| came from the Council the latter bouy 
will probably concur in it and it will soon 
be in effect. 

Both houses will meet at 5 o'clock Friday 
evening in the expectation of disposing of 
the bul, provided, of course, the House 
members get wnat they. want.

THE GRANDFATHER CROSSED THE

From Baltimore.

Mrs. Perot looked remarkably well and 
entered the court holding her daughter b 
the hand, escoried by her brother, Mr. ~. 
Pierce, and Lady Colin Campbell. Mr. N. 
Blood, a brother of Lady Colin Campbell, 
who accompanied Mrs. Perot to this coun- 
ny, entered the court a few minutes later. 

here was some excitement in the court- 
room when Mr. W. H. Perot, the father-in- 
law of Mr&. Perot, entered, accompanied 
by Mr. Hodson of .the United States Em- 
baassy. Mr. Perot advanced to greet the 
child, but she hid her face in her hands, 
muttering: ‘I don’t wish to “tgs to you.” 

“But, my dear,’ he replied, “I have a 
letter from your father, and he serids his 
ove.” 

The child wept, but did not answer, and 
Mr. Perot seemed much hurt. 

Mr. Crane, representing the United States 
Said that extradition papers 
marked “Urgent” and ‘‘Pressing’’ were 
handed this morning to officials of the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office and were now on their 
Way to the home office. Some days must 
necessarily elapse before copies of the docu- 
ments could be placed in the magistrate’s 
hands. Therefore Mr. Crane asked that 
the prisoner be remanded. Counse! for Mrs, 
Perot acquiesced. 

If the British authorities recognize the de- 
mands of this Government, little Gladys, 
who was abducted by her mother, Letitia 
Perot, will be restored to her grandfather, 
and the woman mill be compelled to an- 
swer to the charge of kidnapping before an 
American court and jury. 

Mr. William Yates Perot, familiarly 
known as “‘Willie’’ Perot, met his wife in 
Demerara, British Guiana, when he was 
there in the ‘80s as representative of his 
father. She was a Miss Lettie Sponnegal, 
and her father is said to have been the 
owner of a vessel that transported hides 
from Brazil. (Mr. Perot and Miss Sponne- 
gal were married itn Demerara, and not a 
cloud darkened their horizon until Mr. Will- 
jam Yates Perot engaged in unfortunate 
business ventures, which are said to have 
been the cause of his rent’s assignment 
about a decade ago. Mr. and Mrs. Perot 
came to Baltimore to live about 12 years 
ago, after having straightened out the 
tangle of the business affairs of the house, 
It was while living in Demerara that Mr, 
Perot gained an insight into the Venezuelan 

vuestion which has made his writings on 
the subject attractive. 

When they settled in Baltimore the youn 
wife was regarded as a most beautifu 
woman and was courted by other women, 
who deluged her with Invitations to social 
functions, to which her presenct always at- 
tracted clubmen, who otherwise rarely at- 
tended such affairs. (Wherever she went a 
train of admirers followed. At first she 
was retiring. but she soon plunged into 
social dissipation, until her company was no 
longer sought by society, which one day 
was electrified by the announcement that 
Mr. Perot had allowed her to obtain a di- 
vorce on the ground of abandonment, and 
that the court decreed that their boy and 
girl should be placed in chatge of their 
grandfather, William H, Perot.

bills unpaid. Ghe has since been living in 
Paris, London and Montreal. She has been 
seen by Baltimoreans occasiorally.

PEACE CONFERENCE DID ALL, 
THAT HE EXPECTED. 


MEDIATION AS MORE POSSIBLE. 


He Points Out That It May Be Offered 
by Any Power on Its Own 
Initiative. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 3.—The Official 
Messenger to-day. publisnes a Government 
communication reviewing lengthily the re- 
suit of The Hague Peace Conference. After 
referring to the sympathetic reception the 
Powers accorded the Czar'’s “magnanimous 
appeal for peace,”’ it proceeds: 

The results of the conference have fully 
come up to the expectations of the Gov- 
ernment. It has been found necessary for 
the conference to postpcene a definite set- 
tlement of the complicated question of the 
suspension of armaments until fully eluc!- 
dated by the different Governments. Never- 
theless, the lichtening of military burdens 
is already admitted by unanimous resolu- 
tion, to be urgentiy desiralle for all na- 
tions, ° 

On the other hand, the lebors of the con- 
ference will dowbtless exercise influence in 
regulating the customs of war and stopping 
cruelties. ‘The verious States have agreed 


to use all their resources in favor of the 
maintenance of peace and the abolition of 
war. It is now an established fact that 
mediation, which hitherto depended on thie 
food whl of the States interested, can 
venceforward ‘be offered by a third power 
on its own Initiative. 

The communique concludes: Without im- 
pairing the sovereign rights of the Individ- 
ual States, the results afford a fresh basis 
for international peace. The necessity for a 
solution of the Czar’s proposals is aamitted 
by all the Powers ond the march of events 
will indicate the me:ns to be employed in 
securing the welfare of mankind and the 
full attainment of the objects In view.

THREE FREE EMPLOYMENT 
AGENCIES IN CHICAGO. 


THE TRIAL OF A NEW IDEA. 


Putting Into Operation a Law Passed 
by the Last General 
Assembly. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—The work of securing 
employment for the thousands of persons 
who are idle in Chicago has been under- 
taken by the State. The law passed by the 
Legislature last winter has been put in op- 
eration by the opening of three free em- 
ployment agencies in the city. Blue enam- 
eled signs and long lines of waiting men 
and women mark the location of the offies 
—one at 44 Congress street, a second at 3 
Ogden avenue and a third at 24 Chicago 
avenue. 

The work was formally begun at 10 o'clock 
in the South Side office, the attendants at 
the various agencies being present, with 
7 or more friends of the movement, David 
Ross, Secretary of the State Board of La- 
bor Statistics and general manager of the 
employment bureau, gave a short address 
in which he carefully explained the new 
labor employment law and defined the 
scope and object of the free agencies. 

lllustrating the necessity of the State tak- 
ing up the matter of assisting the unem- 
ployed to get work, he said that in the 
ckty of Boston, with less than half the pop- 
ulation of Chicago, 119 private employment 
agencies received over 600,00 applications 
for work during one year; also that in St. 
Louls six private agencies received over

Grandfather. 


KtDNAPPED BY HER MOTHER. 


THE GRANDFATHER CROSSED THE 
OCEAN TO GET HER. 


State Department at Washington 
Lends Its Aid in a Remarkable 
Case of Child Abduction 
From Baltimore. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—Mrs. William Y. Perot 
of Baltimore, who was arrested at Liver- 
poel on an extradition warrant July 27, aft- 
er reaching that port from Canada, charged 
with the abduction of her daughter, Gladys, 
and who was brought here and remanded 
the same day on £100 bail with two sureties, 
appeared for examination this morning in 
the Bow Street Police Court. She was 
again remanded @h the same bail and with 


the same sureties, Sir G. Ewen-Smith and 
Mr. N. Blood. 

Mrs. Perot looked remarkably well and 
entered the court holding her daughter b 
the hand, escoried by her brother, Mr. T. 
Pierce, and Lady Colin Campbell. Mr. N. 
Blood, a brother of Lady Colin Campbell, 
who accompanied Mrs. Perot to this coun- 
ay entered the court a few minutes later. 

here was some excitement in the court- 
room when Mr. W. H. Perot, the father-in- 
law of Mr&. Perot, entered, accompanied 
by Mr. Hodson of .the United States Em- 
baasy. Mr. Perot advanced to greet the 
child, but she hid her face in her hands, 
muttering: “I don't.wish to - to you.” 

“But, my dear,’’ he replied, “I have a 
poster from your father, and he sends his 
ove.” 

The child wept, but did not answer, and 
Mr. Perot seemed much hurt. 

Mr. Crane, representing the United States 
Embassy, said that extradition papers 
marked “Urgent’’ and ‘‘Pressing’’ were 
handed this morning to officials of the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office and were now on theif 
way to the home office. Some days must 
necessarily elapse before copies of the docu- 
ments could be placed in the magistrate’s 
hands. Therefore Mr. Crane asked that 
the prisoner be remanded. Counse! for Mrs, 
Perot. acquiesced. 

If the British authorities recognize the de- 
mands of this Government, little Gladys, 
who was abducted by her mother, Letitia 
Perot, will tbe restored to her grandfather, 
and the woman will be compelled to an- 
swer to the charge of kidnapping before an 
American court and jury. 

Mr. William Yates Perot, familiarly 
known as “Willie’’ Perot, met his wife in 
Demerara, British Guiana, when he was 
there in the ‘80s as representative of his 
father. She was a Miss Lettie Sponnegal, 
and her father is said to have been the 
owner of a vessel that transported hides 
from Brazil. (Mr. Perot and Miss Sponne- 
gal were married in Demerara, and not a 
cloud darkened their horizon until Mr. Will- 
jam Yates Perot engaged in unfortunate 
business ventures, which are said to have 
been the cause of his rent’'s assignment 
about a decade ago. Mr. and Mrs. Perot 
came to Baltimore to live about 12 years 
ago, after having straightened out the 
tangle of the business affairs of the house, 
It was while living in Demerara that Mr. 
Perot gained an insight into the Venezuelan 

uestion which has made his writings on 
the subject attractive. 

When they settled in Baltimore the youn 
wife was regarded as a most beautifu 
woman and was courted by other women, 
who deluged her with Invitations to social 
functions, to which her presenct always at- 
tracted clubmen, who otherwise rarely at- 
tended such affairs. ‘Wherever she went a 
train of admirers followed. At first she 
was retiring. but she soon plunged into 
social dissipation, until her company was no 
longer sought by society, which one day 
was electrified by the announcement that 
Mr. Perot had allowed her to obtain a di- 
vorce on the ground of abandonment, and 
that the court decreed that their boy and 
girl should be placed in charge of their 
grandfather, William H. Perot. 

rs. Perot disappeared, and was hext 
heard from in Chicago, duri the World's 
Fair, where it is said that e“left large 
bills unpaid. She has since been living in 
Paris, London and Montreal. She has been 
seen by Baltimoreans occasionally. She ar- 
rived from London unexpectedly and com- 
municated with her father-in-law, who is 
epending the summer at his country piace, 
near the Elkridge Kennels, and requested 
permission to see her children, Mr. Perot 
sent the children into town, and her mect- 
ing with them is egald to have been most 


affectionate. 

When the time arrived for Yates and 
Gladve to return to Woodbrook, their 
grandfather's place, the mother pleaded 
with the little girl to remain with her over 
nicht, which she did, the boy going thome. 
When the child failed to return next day 
her ‘grandfather vent to the gity ard 
learned of the abduction. He at ohice com- 
municated with the police authorities and 
the Avires between New York and Balti- 
more were kept busy aTl that day and 
night. It was asserted that Mrs. Perot was 
oined in New York at the Waldorf-As- 
oria by a young Englishman who called 
himeelf Neptune Blood, and tmmediately 
after took a train for Montreal, where the 
two boarded the Dominion line steamship 
Cambroman with the child and sailed for 
Liverpool. 

Mr. Perot at once consulted legal advice 
to learn whether the charge of kidnapping 
could lie against a mother who lucted 
her ohiid, and was tok that the treaty be- 
tween.the two countries covered the case. 
The randjury of Paltimore County 
promptly found an Indictment, and the Gov. 
ernor signed the necessary cxtradition pat 
ers, Which were sent to Washington. The 
tate Department lent its aid, the authori- 
tiew at Liverpool were warned, and Mrs. 
Perot Was promptly taken into custody on 
her arrival there.

PEACE CONFERENCE DID ALL) 
THAT HE EXPECTED. 


MEDIATION IS MORE POSSIBLE. 


He Points Out That It May Be Offered 
by, Any Power on Its Own 
Initiative. 


ST. PHTERSBURG, Aue. 3.—The Official 
Messenger to-day publishes a Government 
communication reviewing lengthily the re- 
suit of The Hague Peace Conference. After 
referring to the sympathetic reception the 
Powers accorded the Czar's “magnanimous 
appeal for peace,”’ it proceeds: 

Te results of the conference have fully 
come up to the expectations of the Gov- 
ernment. It has been found necessary. for 
the conference to postpcne a definite set- 
glement of the complicated question of the 
suspension of armaments until fully eluc!- 
dated by the different Governments. Never- 
theless, the lichtening of military burdens 
is already admitted by unanimous resolu- 
tion, to be urgently desiralle for all na- 
tions, 

On the other hand, the labors of the con- 
ference will dowbtless exercise influence in 
regulating the customs of war and stopping 
cruelties. ‘The various States have agreed 


to use all their resources in favor of the 
maintenance of peace and the abolition of 
war, It is now an established fact that 
mediation, which hitherto depended on the 
ood will of the States interested, can 
renceforward be offered by a third power 
on its own Initiative. 

The communique concludes: Without im- 
pairing the sovereign rights of the individ- 
ual States, the results afford a fresh basis 
for international peace. The necessity for a 
solution of the Czar’s proposals ts anamitte a 
by all the Powers ond the march of events 
will indicate the me:ns to be employed in 
securing the welfare of mankind and the 
full attainment of the objects in view.

THE RISE IN PRICES CONTINUES 
UNABATED. 


MANY ORDERS FROM ABROAD. 


Construction Steel Sold in the West 
Indies, Central and South 
America. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.--In its review of 

trade conditions the lron: Age to-day will 
say: 
The rise continues unabated and it Is a 
question whether delays in deliveries have 
not actually become worse than better late- 
lv. Scarcity of coke, pig iron, billets, wire 
rod. is troubling makeds from step to step 
upward to the final consumer. Sales for 
delivery during the first half of 1900 and 
beyond are growing more numerous, thus 
showing that many buyers are willing to 
pay present prices for the certalirity of se- 
curing their suppligs. So far as deliveries 
during the balance of the year are con- 
cerned, the maintenance of prices is con- 
ceded by the ae while every day 
brings accessions to the ranks of those 
who hold that we are ‘to see a consider- 
ably higher level yet for urgent require- 
ments. 

This seems to be the situation in the pig 
iron, both in foundry and Bessemer grades, 
ana for delivery during the next few 
months there has been a further advance. 
Pittsburg records sales of Bessemer pig as 
high as $21, valley furnace. Steel continues 
exceeding scarce and high prices are being 
paid fer prompt shipments, notably for 
open hearth stocks. It is significant that 
one rolling mill has just given an order for 
the importation from England of 750 tons 
of open hearth billets and that other in- 
quliries are at hand. Orders for foreign 
open hearth wire rods were placed by screw 
makers some time since, and there are in- 
dications that additional quantities may be 
drawn from. Europe. 

While the capture of many large bridge 
orders for foreign markets has attracted a 
good deal of general attention, striking 
prea has been very quietly made in ex- 
tending a market for buildings and sheds. 
American firms ‘have asked and obtained 
the designs proposed and have remodeled 
them in accordance with practice here, 
gkusranteeing ability to resist the loads spe- 
cified.

THREE FREE EMPLOYMENT 
AGENCIES IN CHICAGO. 


THE TRIAL OF A NEW IDEA, 


Putting Into Operation a Law Passed 
by the Last General 
Assembly. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

(CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—The work of securing 
employment for the thousands of persons 
who are idle tn Chicago has been under- 
taken by the State. The law passed by the 
Legislature last winter has been put in op- 
eration by the opening of three free em- 
ployment agencies in the city. Blue enam- 
eled signs and long lines of waiting men 
and women mark the location of the offies 
—one at 44 Congress street, a second at 2 
Ogden avenue and a third at 24 Chicago 
avenue. : 

The work was formally begun at 10 o'clock 
in the South Side office, the attendants at 
the various agencies being present, with 
100 or more friends of the movement, David 
Ross. Secretary of the State Board of La- 
bor Statistics and general manager of the 
employment bureau, gave a short address 
in which he carefully explained the new 
labor employment law and defined the 
scope and object of the free agencies, 

Illustrating the necessity of the State tak- 
ing up the matter of assisting the unem- 
ployed to get work, he said that in the 
ckty of Boston, with less than half the pop- 
ulation of Chicago, 119 private employment 
agencies received over 600,000 applications 
for work during one year: also that in St. 
Louls six private agencies received over 
100,000 applications In the same period, and 
that in Kansas City 88,000 applications were 
made in a year, to 12 private agencies; 
moreover, that all these figures are noto- 
rious understatements, having been ob- 
tained from the private agents themselves.

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CITY. LIGHTING DEADLOCK 


As Chief Executive of the city, responsible for its general 
well being, it is the duty of the Mayor of St. Louis to take 
official cognizance of the disgraceful deadlock in regard to 
city lighting. The present lighting contract will expire Jan. 
1 next, and nothing is being done or seems likely to be done 
to obtain a new contract that will be to the city’s interests. 

Under the charter, the Mayor has the power to recommend 
laws to the Assembly. The charter provides that the Mayor 
“shall from time to time give the Assembly information rela- 
tive to the state of affairs of the city, and shall recommend 
to their consideration such measures as he may deem ex- 
pedient in the interests of the city.” , 

No time would seem to be more appropriate for the Mayor 
to act upon this provision than the present. The Assembly 
may not need “information” regarding the lighting of the 
city. But it is certainly acting as if it were in ignorance of the 
state of affairs. And the Mayor Is instructed by the charter, 
not merely empowered, to recommend to the AsSembly “such 
measures as he may deem expedient in the interests of the 
city.”’ 
wards municipal lighting, would be just such a “measure” as 
the charter contemplates. 

The people will suffer from the laxity and indifference of 
the city officials and legislators in this matter of public light- 
ing. As the city’s head, representing the whole body of citi- 
zens, the Mayor’s duty is to put an end to the existing dead- 
lock, 
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The State’s Duty makes a further appeal in behalf of smoke 
abatement. The smoke nuisance will have to be abated before 
the opening of ihe World's Fair. To begin the work of abat- 
ing it at once would show that we are in earnest in preparing 
for the Fair.

Andthen Helen Wotton briefly outlined 
a labor system which madeshis relic of the 
nineteenth century grasp with amazement, 

The system as she revealed it was as 
follows: 

The Labor Company, whose é¢mplyes all 
Wore uniforms of bive canvas, was a vast 
trust that had abolished almshouses and 
a@il organized charity, and which controiled 
every laboring interest and industry in the 
world. 

Whenever a man, woman or caild was des- 
titute, he or .lie could go to the Labor 
Company's offices and receive food ahd pai- | 
try wages for work. A day’s Support meant | 
a day’s work, and so on in like ratio. 

If a woman fell ll «he Labor Compary 
eared for her, exacting on her recovery 

yment in the shape of work for as many 
ays as she had been supported by it. 
This company, constructed ori inally in a 
semi-charitable fashion from the old-time ; 
Salvation Army, had in such manner boun 
ple to it, until (since no laborer could 
nd work or food save through ite means) 
it had gained vir.uai masiery over all work- 
ers and had given rise to the proverb, 
“Bive canvas once and ever.” ; 

The children of the company’s emp.0y- 
ees being reared to the biue canvas, whole 
generations of slaves had sprung up. 

This state of affairs had gone on until 
at iast more than one-third of London's 
30,000,000 inhabitants wore the blue canvaé. 

A form of easy suicide known as the 
euthanasy (from the Greek words, eu and 
thanatos, signifying ‘‘pleasant death’’) was 
provided for persons who could afford to 
pay for it, and was much in vogue with 
classes who, having spent all their for- 
tunes at some pleasure city, were done 
with life. 

But to the Labor Company’s penniless 
Slaves this was out of the question. 

Ostrog, being a demagogue, had ied the 

people to revolt against the Council under 
the pretext that ail present conditions of 
slavery would be ameliorated; but having 
gained his point he evidently intended to 
enjoy his power and to let the labor slaves 
work on in thelr former misery. 
Slowiy this knowledge was dawning on 
the desperate slaves, whose only hope now 
was that Graham, the master of all the in- 
dustries for which they toiled, wou.d save 
them. 

For this end Helen had sought to speak 
alone with Graham, knowing, as she did, 
that Ostrog would gloss over the true facts 
in his daily reports to the Sleeper and 
would represent the miserable workers as 
happy and content under the new rule. 

“But what am I to do?’’ he said with his 
eyes upon her. 

“Rule,” she answered, bending toward 
him and speaking in a low tone. “‘Rule the 
world as it has never been ruled, for the 
good and happiness of men. For you might 
rule it—you couid rule it.
